More Help is Needed 
in Barrel Campaign 

Requisitions for Supplies From 
Relief Agencies Becom- 
ing Heavier 

With more than 11,080 articles of 
food contributed since the beginning 
of the campaign, the Barrel Division 
of the Main Line Emergency Com- 
mittee is working hard to increase the 
weekly receipts of staples and canned 
goods. 

Every week the requisitions by the 
relief agencies are becoming heavier, 
emphasizing the need of a general 
observance of the "Sharc-a-Meal" 
slogan adopted by the committee, it 
was pointed out this week by Lester 
.S. r<amb, chairman. 

"Many people have asked," Mr. Lamb 
said yesterday, "and probably many 
others have wondered, just what hap- 
pens to the cans, packages, and other 
articles of food and clothing placed 
in the green barrels located in nearly 
all the grocery stores on the Main 
Line from Bala-Cynwyd to Malvern. 

"Once a week collections are made 
by the Lower Merion Police from the 
stores in the lower end, and, compris- 
ing Bala-Cynwyd, Merion, Narberth, 
Ardmore, and Bryn Mawr. Likewise 
the Radnor Township Police collect 
weekly in the upper district, compris- 
ing Wayne, Berwyn, Paoli, and Mal- 
vern. These collections are brought 
to distributing centers, located in 
Ardmore for the lower end, and in 
Wayne for the upper end. Here they 
are sorted and itemized by the Wom- 
en's Committee of women headed by 
Mrs. William T. Dickson. 

"On this same day of collection 
each week, representatives from four 
Main Line charitable organizations 
make requisitions to take care of some 
of their needs. These organizations 
are: The Main Line Federation of 
Churches, The Red Cross of Paoli, 
The Neighborhood League of Wayne, 
and the Bala-Cynwyd Social Service 
League. None of these collections are 
distributed through any other agency. 

"These contributions have helped 
tremendously to enable the Main Line 
Emergency Committee to spread out 
relief funds for other needs besides 
food and clothing — such as coal, wood, 
rent, etc. Your continued response 
to this campaign throughout the com- 
ing winter months will therefore be 
very much appreciated."

To the Editor of "Our Town:" 

In last week's issue of "Our Town" j 
Mr. Wohlert writes that he believes 
he can prove a tax saving by the pro- 
posed merger. Proof of any proposi- 
tion must be based on facts. The 
lUuigciites can present only supposi- 
tions or beliefs. IF the Township 
will appropriate amounts equal to 
those our Council does and at a lower 
tax rate, we will save some money 
obviously. But no one knows that 
they could or would do so. 

Our Borough tax rate is to be re- 
duced next year anyway, so what 
I could be saved there and at what cost 
| to our activities is purely a matter 
i of guesswork. In the school taxes, 
! the larger part of our expenses, there 
! is, of course, the chief hope of a sav- 
i ing, but their estimate of saving $40,- 
1 000 is even based on the Township 
j absorbing a $25,000 loss in taxes. 
! Why not get them to absorb $35,000 
\ so we can save $50,000 a year. The 
i unlikelihood of their doing anything 
I of the kind was shown last spring at 
i their meeting, May 11th, in their per- 
| emptory demand of cash for tuition 
i before May 20th, or they would throw 
I our children out of school. Our Board j 
i had arranged to pay during May and, j 
jof course, did, and would have done j 
j so anyway. Has Mr. Wohlert or any ] 
Mergerite demanded that school ex- ] 
penses be cut 50 per cent.? j 

Of course, like Borough taxes, it I 
cannot be done, but if the y stop build- 1 
ing palatial monuments to School ! 
ISoards, cut off luxuries and reduci: 
administration costs, huge savings 
ttould be made. 

Official reports say that in Phila- 
delphia while attendance in school in- 
! creased 40 per cent., tuition grew 6G 
! per cent., and total expenses rose 481 
1 per cent. Do not forget that wher- 
I (.ver you live, and if you never have 
' children, you pay school taxes as long 
! as you live. Everyone should de- 
J mand the utmost economy in public 
| schools consistent with a good, not a 
university, education. 

Those who oppose the merger ask 
"What price merger?" They do not 
approve the means being used to ac- 
complish it. Like many others, 1 
bought a property after years of resi- 
dence in the Borough, because I liked j 
the people, the community spirit, j 
which is always much finer in a re- ; 
stricted entity, and the Borough form ! 
■>f government. Many in like posi- 1 
I ion have had to move away and have 
rented their properties. Should a 
sufficient number of tenants with Ut- 
ile interest in the Borough, induced 
by the plea of a saving in taxes, which 
would be very little for them, succeed 
in acomplishing the merger, even un- 
known to the property owners, would 
the later not be defrauded? Does 
Mr. Wohlert call this the "American 
Way." 

Such a change should be possible 
.ml y if a large proportion of property 
owners, so decided after an exhaust- 
ive and open investigation, whicli is 
far from the plan being used. 

Mr. Wohlert says our Playgrounds 
are being used by many non-resi- 
dents. There are nervy individuals 
everywhere, who seize every oppor- 
tunity to impose on good nature, but 
this does not nullify our right of con- 
trol. He makes a grave charge 
against our zoning enforcement offi- 
cials which he should be called on to 
substantiate.

An Old-Titner Points Out 

Some Pertinent Facts 

To the Editor of "Our Town:" j 

It no doubt seems absurd to many i 
why the Narberth School Buildings 
are on the outskirts of the town. Pos- 1 
sibly it may sound just as absurd for 
me to say that when the first school 
building was erected, we that lived in 
what is now the Borough, were never 
consulted, nor at that time did the 
site of the school stand in the center 



of the population. Like many other 
things, someone had an axe to grind. 
We paid our taxes and the Lower 
Merion School Board built the school 
where they pleased. Is it possible for 
me to predict that if we should be 
merged into the Township, we would 
receive the same treatment, irrespect- 
ive of what was said in reference to 
our control of a Commissioner. 

Again on the school question. If \ 
it costs the Narberth Board of Edu- 
cation about $48,000 per annum, to 
send pupils to Lower Merion Schools 
and about $63,000 to run our own 
schools, which, I understand, costs 
us 20 mills tax rate, I somewhat 
doubt that the Board of Education of ] 
Lower Merion would care to ask their 
taxpayers for an extra $25,000 for 
Narberth pupils, which we are now 
paying in full. It may seem vague 
just where I get the $25,000, which 
someone must pay. The tax rate of 
Narberth is about 20 mills. The 
Township rate is 12 mills, which is 
60 per cent., or, in other words, the 
cost of educating the younger chil- 
j drcn will always remain the same, 
j and it is supposed that the price that 
| Narberth is paying Lower Merion is 
I the actual cost for higher education. 
I If we pay $48,000 to Lower Merion 
and our tax rate is reduced- to 12 
mills, who pays the additional $25,- 
000, and, by the way, who pays for 
the deficit in the lower grade schools, 
which arc located in Narberth? 

It would seem to me that the 
School Board of Lower Merion would 
be very lax to let $25,000 slip through 
their fingers and the amount they 
would be compelled to pay for the 
grade schools. 

For twenty-five years I have had 

but little or no interest in the school 

[affairs except to pay the taxes and 

to see that men and women of in- 

! telligence represent us on our School 

■ Board. It has been my policy never to 

| usurp other people's jobs nor to be 

i constant minority objector as to thc 

I running of other people's affairs. 

i When we took our son out of the Nar- 

'< berth School, we told the Board the 

reason, but we did not try to disrupt 

the entire school system, which seems 

the policy of some minor objectors. 

Most of the readers of your paper 
know exactly where I stand on the 
Merger question. Not because I hold 
one ounce of power in our. small po- 
litical horizon, nor am I a petty poli- 
tician, as some of us anti-mergerites 
are being called, nor am I a grouch 
because I differ with those who wish 
lo give away our birthright. Yes, I 
say donate to others the millions we 
have spent in making our town what 
it is today. Many laugh at us old tim- 
ers ; sneer that we are passe, but they 
would laugh on the other side of their 
faces, if they had been in our place 
thirty-seven years ago, with a few 
hundred dollars and a mountain to 
overcome. Yes, it has taken thirty- 1 
seven years to build the road beds i 
which we will agree are the best in j 
the County. It has taken thirty-seven ; 
years to live down the obnoxious name j 
of Slippery Elm. It took nights and | 
days of time (without pay) to lay 
the streets out as you find them today. 
We were to be isolated in reference 
to the sewerage system but we old 
timers put up a fight so that the fu- 
ture generations could live in peace 
and so that the offal would not be 
deposited in our back yards. 

It seems that a very important 
thing has been overlooked, i. e., all 
Boroughs in the State of Pennsylva- 
nia must pay one-third towards the 
building of hard roads; we, the tax- 
payers, have shouldered thc burden. 
Let me predict that many of us will 
live to see the day when Townships of 
the first class will be compelled to pay 
their one-third. How much will lie 
our portion when Lower Merion is 
compelled to pay? 

My friends, neighbors and fellow- j 
citizens, we have ours, — we know that 
we will always have maintenance 
charges, but we are sure we will not 
have a big bonded indebtedness to pay 
our proportion of, for roads and sew- 
ers in the vast territory covered by 
Lower Merion Township. 

Irrespective of who makes the as- 
sertion, I want to say that, outside 
of the main thoroughfares, which 
I are State and County owned, the 
1 roads are 50 per cent, poorer than 
our bad roads (if we have any), and 
| as for their lighting, I ever feel that 
; a handy automatic would be pleasant 
I company. 

j A few words in reference to the 
i Budget. It certainly surprised me 
that, although only a few expected a 
1 40 or 50 per cent, reduction in the 
tax rate, those few never took the 
trouble to find out how many real 
dollars had been saved in the last 
four or five years. 

As to having the Council turned 
out, the party who suggested such a 
thing should be made to attend every 
Council meeting so that he could take 
lessons and learn that every dollar of 
his taxes is spent for the good of all 
of us. In the thirty-seven years of 



the Borough's life, I want to put my 



self on record, thai. iri'. S pr'- tivu of 
whom it may be, he or £•),,> .vculd in 
timate that one di.ilur of tie tax 
payers' money has >,'one for praft, ' 
a prevaricator. 

I am led to believe that if w. merge 
with the Township, the south side of 
the Railroad will be attached to Mer- 
ion, and the north side will bn merged 
with Wynnewood. May I ask. with 
such odds against us, could hi 1 expect 
a Commissioner to serve our inter- 
ests? 

In conclusion, let me say that I am 
delighted to have served the porough, 
but, oh, how glad I am, itiat I was 
not a member of Council on the I4lh 
of November, 1932. Becaua^ I cer- 
tainly would have said some:'iing that 
would not have looked well in print.

A revised scale of charges for 
building permits, providing for re- 
ductions of $1 to $2 in the fees for 
minor operations, was recommended 
by the Building Committee of the 
Narberth Borough Council at its 
November meeting. 

The scale recommended provided 
for the following charges: Opera- 
lions under $101, fee of $1; opera- 
tions costing from $101 to $300, fee 
$2; operations of $301 to $500, fee 
$3; operations of $501 to $1000, fee $4. 
Kor any building, alteration, addition 
or repair of over $1000 a fee of $5 
shall be charged, providing the total 
Moor area does not exceed 1500 square 
(Vet. For each additional 500 square 
feet $1 additional will be charged. 
Under the former regulations a fee 
.if $5 for new building of 1500 square 
feet was charged, with $1 additional 
for each extra 500 square feet. For 
alterations, repairs or additions, a 
fee of $1 per 1000 square feet or 
portion thereof was charged. How- 
ever, a minimum fee of $3 was charg- 
ed. 

The new scale of fees will be incor- 
porated in an amendment to the Bor- 
ough's Building Ordinance, which will 
| be made at a later date. 
| Three building permits were issued 
| during the past month as follows: 
Bryn Mawr Trust Company, 1236 
Montgomery avenue, garage, $3,700; 
Charles Latch, 242 Dudley avenue, 
garage, $450; F. T. Terry, 323 Gray- 
ling avenue, roof, $270. Nineteen in- 
spections were made by the Building 
Inspector, five operations being cora- 
j pleted. 

The report of the Highway and 
Sewer Committee, submitted by its 
chairman, Robert F. Wood, is as fol- 
lows: 

"During the month of October the 
Highway Department spent a total 
of $584.00 for labor and $15.71 for 
material. The material was used in 
connection with clearing sewers. The 
labor expenditure was divided as fol- 
lows: $379.74 for collecting 763 cubic 
yards of ashes and rubbish; $171.14 
for cleaning the streets; $20.27 for 
clearing the sewers, and $12.85 for 
work on' the recreation field. 

"The sewer work was principally 
eonlined to the removal of tree roots 
which had clogged several sewer lat- 
erals on upper Grayling avenue. The 
cost of that work has been charged to 
the seven property owners there who 
were thus served."

Regarding the Merger 
To the Editor of "Our Town:" 

It is hardly reasonable to believe 
that a majority of the citizens of the 
Borough of Narberth could approve 
of the surrender of the Borough Char- 
ter and the incorporation of the Bor- 
ough into the Township of Lower 
Merion without looking at the propos- 
al from both sides. Many important 
facts are to be considered, not only 
the past history of the Borough and 
its present status as compared with 
the Township, but the very important 
future as it affects those who will fol- 
low the present taxpayers. 

A folder, called "Questions and An- ' 
swers Concerning the $50,000 Tax 
Saving Merger," presents a biased 
viewpoint and offers only a saving in 
taxes without any consideration for 
values that do not appear on the tax 
bill. For the past thirty-seven years 
our citizens have been building a com- 
munity that has attracted others to 
the very limit of its capacity. That 
we have builded wisely and well we 
learn by making a comparison with 
any other borough, town or communi- 
ty — and including our neighbors — 
.ower Merion Township. 
The folder omits many important 
considerations and the figures given 
are open to question. Do the "Merger- 
ites" propose to hand to Lower Mer- 
ion Township a $50,000 per year 
"lemon?" And why does the Town- 
ship seem to welcome the merger un- 
less it is profitable to them? Who 
saves what — and how? 

There may be a motive behind the 
proposal. There are seven names on 
the folder, six of the seven signers 
resided, at the time the committee 
was formed, on the south side of the 
Borough. A Lower Merion grade 
school is situated conveniently on 
Bowman avenue and practically all 
of these six committee members had, 
or has, children of school age. It 
means a walk up to Sabine avenue to 
the Narberth School — or the payment 
of about $100.00 per year to attend 
the Merion School. One solution for 
the error of locating far away from 
the school would be to "sell out" the 
Borough to the Township. And they 
ask us to sign on the dotted line! 

The "merger" proposal should be 
presented fairly — for the present and 
future good of all concerned — before 
any signing is done and before any 
steps are taken to steal and give away 
our home — the Borough of Narberth!

Not long ago on the Bryn Mawr 
campus there was a young lady 
known as "Johnny" Reiser, who car- 
ried off all the dramatic honors at 
the College during her three years 
there. The young woman, whose 
Christian name is Catherine, plays 
the part of Ellic Dunn in "Heart- 
break House" in a manner which 
bodes well for her future behind the 
footlights.

It is difficult to give any adequate 
idea in a few paragraphs of this play, 
which requires three hours and a 
quarter, including intermissions, to 
perform. The sub-title, "A Fantasia 
in the Russian Manner on English 
Themes," is very significant. People 
drift into "Heartbreak House," sonic 
invited and others unwanted, but all 
of them are influenced, in one way or 
another, by the talk which goes on 
under its roof. The beautiful demon 
daughters of old Captain Shotover, 
rumored to have sold his soul to the 
devil in Zanzibar, play havoc with the 
blustering man of business, Boss 
Mangin, and likewise with the thor- 
oughly married Hector Hushabye, j 
whose masculine attraction ensnares 
Ellic Dunn. j 

As in most Shaw plays it is not the 
action but the talk which captivates 
the audience. The conversation in ; 
"Heartbreak House" is Shaw at his 
best, soaring, philosophical, witty and 
pungent. "Heartbreak — the end of 
happiness and the beginning of peace" 
is but one of the philosophical jewls 
which shines forth in this gem-stud- 
ded fantasia. t 
In the third act of the play one 
senses Shaw's probing of the English . 
attitude toward the realities of out-: 
ward existence. The really intelli- 
gent people become cynical or absorb- ; 
ed in their own affairs leaving the j 
reins of the nation in the hands of 
men like Mangin, clever enough in a 
business way, but with no real apti- 
tude for governing nor any clear vi- 
sion of the kind of a country they are 
helping to create. 

The cast throughout is excellent, 
lack of space alone forbids giving each 
player his due. Lady Utterwood is 
played by Dorothy Yockel, Hesioiie 
Hushabye by Jean Sweidel, Mazzini 
Dunn by Herbert Walton, Hector 
Hushabye by Carl Reukaufl", who inci- 
dentally was a reporter for a Phila- 
delphia newspaper on the Main Lim 
a few years ago, and has become one 
of the foremost members of the 
Hedgerow troupe. Boss Mangin is 
played by Marshall Gatchell, Ran- 
dall Utterwood by Ferd Nofer, and 
the burglar by William Price.
